Advisory Action 

This office action is in response to after FINAL filed on January 9, 2008. 
All rejections of record in the Final Office Action dated October 30, 2007 are 
maintained. 

Applicant's remarks/arguments filed January 9, 2008 after FINAL with respect to 
the rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph been fully considered but are 
unpersuasive for the reasons stated in the previous office action. 

Applicant's remarks/arguments filed January 9, 2008 after FINAL with respect to 
the rejections of claims 4-7 under 35 USC 103(a) been fully considered but are 
unpersuasive. 

Applicant argues that a) the skilled person cannot determine whether the use of 
the extruder method of Hanna et al. in the process of Schaible et al. or Trusovs et al. 
will result in a reduced reaction time, b) that not all of the compositions taught by Hanna 
et al. would require bleaching, c) that treatment with hydrogen peroxide would cause 
some hydrolysis of cellulose, and d) that the method of Trusovs et al. does not employ 
high temperature or pressure. These arguments are substantially the same as those 
made previously and are unpersuasive for the reasons stated in the final office action. 

Applicant argues that the skilled artisan would not be able to conclude that high 
temperature and/or high shear forces would increase the rate of a reaction, and that an 
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assertion otherwise is without evidence or rationale. On the contrary, it is well known in 
the art that increasing temperature and pressure (supplying energy to the system) are 
both methods which can be employed to increase the rate of a reaction. Thus, the 
argument is not persuasive.
